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General Board Supports Accurate Census 


Memphis, Tennessee — At a gathering of the 
General Board of Bishops in February, a resolution 
regarding the support and participation of our 
Church in the pursuit of an accurate census was 
passed. The board voted passage of the following 
resolution supporting the compiling of a most vital 
1990 census. Accutely aware for the need of relli- 
gious organizations to involve themselves in this 
effort, the Church Of God In Christ and her leader- 
ship have committed the Church’s support to 
achieve an accurate count. It is extremely critical 
for the black population of America to be counted, 
as many social, political and economic benefits are 
directly related to the census figures. Certainly, it 
is the duty of every American to fully participate 
in the effort. 

The Church Of God In Christ has churches in 
every state and territory of the union. All pastors 
and members are encouraged to promote and sup- 
port the census takers when the nationwide effort 
begins. The following notice was veleased to The 
Whole Truth and other news services in order to 
alert our people about the leadership’s resolution. 


RESOLUTION FOR RELIGICUS

the results of the census can be used to the highest 
and best self interest of the Black community; the 
individual has the assurance that no information 
shared can be used in an incriminating way; filling 
out the census form is simple and takes only a few 
minutes; and finally, it is the right thing to do as it 
enables the Black community to take this first step 
in righting many community wrongs. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved that the CHURCH 
OF GOD IN CHRIST endorses the Bureau of the 
Census’ goal of achieving a complete and accurate 
enumeration in the 1990 census, especially in those 
areas of the country where Blacks and the poor 
have been traditionally undercounted. 

Be it further resolved that the undersigned 
Bishops/Directors of the CHURCH OF GOD IN 
CHRIST will use the full weight of their influence 
to actively support the Bureau of the Census’ at- 
tempt to inform the churches in their jurisdiction 
and the individual church membership, church 
agencies and institutions as to ways in which full 
mobilization might be achieved toward the end of 
guaranteeing a most accurate decennial count. 

Be it finally resolved, that the CHURCH OF 
GOD IN CHRIST, its affiliates and members look 
upon the participation in this Decennial Census of 
Population and Housing as a cardinal act of church- 
manship, an act wholly consistent with meaningful 
citizenship.

Church it seems good to J. Delano Ellis, Il 
give the following list of directives and information 
for your governance in the matter of the event. 

The Service of Inauguration, Installation and 
Consecration will take place on Monday evening, 
April 3, 1989 at 7:30 exactly. The place of the serv- 
ice will be the National Mother Church (Pentecostal 
Institutional) at Memphis. If you remember 
anything at all regarding the previous Inaugural 
Services you will remember that this is the most 
colorful highlight of the quadrennium. 

In the matter of vestments, the following will be 
the rule of order for that night: 

Bishops: Full Vestment/cassock, white rochet, 
chimere and tippet. (Jurisdictional Bishops will 
wear purple tippets, Auxiliary Bishops will wear 
black tippets.) 

Bishops Designate: Will be directed on the 
campus. 

General Officers: (those elected by the Gen- 
eral Assembly) Persons who fall into this category 
will wear their highest Ecclesiastical Garment as 
follows: 

Bishops: Full Vestments (Robes) 

Adjutant Elders: Full Vestments (Robes) 


Elders: Civic Attire (Clerical Collar with Black 
Suit) 

General Supervisor: Purple Habit 

Supervisors: White Habits 
Evangelist Missionaries: Black Habits 
Laymen: Black Suit, white shirt and white tie 

Laywomen: White with head covering (hats 
perferred) 

Male Ushers (ONLY): White bow-tie and 
Black Tails 

College Deans: Academic Robes with Hoods 
Chaplains: Commissioner — Civic (collar with 
black Suit) 

Executive Women are asked to attire themselves 
without jewelry (except wedding rings). Fingernail 
paint, blush, mascara and lipstick while wearing the 
habit of your office are not acceptable. Earrings or 
ear-screws of any kind are forbidden while in habit. 
Laywomen who are not credentialed women are 
asked to be very evangelical in their attire and 
remember to wear a hat for this service. 


One word to your bishops and clergy regarding 
our jewelry. Brethren, we are all wearing too much. 
Cameras will be on us and we don’t want to send 
ostentatious signals to the world who will behold 
this most sacred service of dedication. 


Finally, “TICKETS” for seating will be issued by 
our office. One week prior to the Inauguration, all 
persons who will need to be seated in “‘priority 
areas” of the Temple will receive them in the mail. 
Those who will be given priority seats will be: 
General Officers (elected) Bishops, National Of 
ficers and Cabinet Members (appointed by the 
Presiding Bishop and General Board), Department 
Heads and Spouses of those mentioned in the 
foregoing categories. Adjutants who have been con- 
tacted to serve will also have seating, along with 
Adjutant-Mothers. 


All persons who are to be included in the list of 
Officers named above, and who will need to be 
seated or placed in the processional will need to be 
at the Church at 6:30 P.M. Bishops and Adjutants 
will need to dress and Bishop-Designate will need 
to be ready for Induction at 7:15 P.M. in the 
presence of the College of Bishops. 

Ushers will be on hand to convey you to your pro- 
per places when you arrive and your cooperation 
will facilitate this celebration to the Glory of God 
and your own edification. Please help us by 
cooperating with the workers who will be on hand 
to direct you in a timely manner.

As acharter subscrib- 
er to Chansma, I have 
been inspired and in- 
formed by the high level 
of reporting and jour- 
nalism. However, I was : 
disappointed and dis- —— : 
turbed by your article Bishop Geo. McKinney 
“The Last Word”’ (Oct. 1988), which reported that 
the Atlanta 88 Evangelism Conference was one of 
“doom and gloom”’. 


As honorary chairman of the conference, the 
keynote speaker at the opening session and a par- 
ticipant throughout the conference, I respectfully 
submit that your assessment was in error. The con- 
ference speakers analyzed and addressed the real 
problems in the Black church and community from 
a Biblical-evangelical perspective. While acknow- 
ledging the serious problems, there was always in 
each session, focus upon the sovereignty of God and 
the certainty of hope in Jesus Christ. 


I am enclosing a tape of my opening address for 
your information. Please note that the reference to 
the 25% defection from the ministry was not a 
reference to Black ministers defection, rather, these 
statements reflect the defection rate primarily in the 
White church as is evidenced by the decline in 
seminary enrollment and empty pulpits. The Black 
church, particularly the Black pentecostal church 
which I represent, continues to attract the best and 
brightest young men and women for ministry. For 
example, the church in which I serve as the Senior 
Pastor has a membership of 1200 families and has 
a full time staff of six ordained ministers. Further, 
there are 40 ministers in training in our church 
sponsored Bible College. At present, we have six 
young men enrolled in various seminaries; one at 
ITC in Atlanta; one at Westminster, West Escon- 
dido; three at Bethel West in San Diego and one at 
GTU in Berkeley. 


St. Stephen’s serves as an approved training 
facility for theological students from ITC, 
Westminster and Bethel. Having been blessed by 
God to be born to a pentecostal family (my father 
was a pentecostal preacher for 50 years), and hav- 
ing been blessed to receive a quality theological 
education, I am not and never have been a prophet 
of doom and gloom. I am the founder and Pastor of 
St. Stephen’s, which has grown in 26 years from 
seven families to 1200 families. We are an inner city 
church with a message of hope and a ministry of 
redemption that includes daily worship, Bible study, 
hospital ministry, jail and prison ministry, K-12 
Christian school, Bible college, social services 
ministry, licensed day care, shelter for the homeless 
women and children, licensed counseling center, 
crisis intervention, pastoral and psychiatric counsel- 
ing, medical and legal clinics, hot meals for the 
homeless, food distribution to 800 to 1000 per 
month, federal credit union, faith insurance agen- 
cy, thrift store and a 60 unit senior housing facility 
(currently under development). 


As a pastor filled with hope from the gospel 
message, I gladly serve on the Board of Directors 
for ITC, InterVarsity Christian Fellowship and 
Mason Theological Seminary, the Council of 
Churchmen for Azuza Pacific, the Advisory Board 
of Bethel Theological Seminary, and the Board of 
Elders for Morris Cerullo Ministries. I have been 
a guest speaker at three Urbana Conferences along 
with such speakers as Dr. Billy Graham, Louis 
Palau and Dr. John Statt. As a mainline pentecostal, 
I have not compromised the Biblical message of 
hope and redemption, nor have I even been temp- 
ted to abandon Blacks and other minorities who suf- 
fer in our racist churches and society. 


I regret that you were not present at Atlanta 88. 
It was indeed a great conference, planned and con- 
ducted primarily by Black evangelical clergy and 
laymen. Among he planners and participants, were 
christian leaders like Dr. John Perkins, Bob Har- 
rison (first Black on Billy Graham’s team) Dr. An- 
thony Evans, Dr. Eddie Lowe (founder of Dallas 
Theological Seminary), Dr. Michael Harper 
(Twelfth Street Baptist in Boston), Dr. Crawford 
Lortiz (Here’s Life Black America, Campus 
Crusade), Rev. Elward Ellis and many others. 


Your article seems to give the impression that cer- 
tain Black clergy are in a different ‘league’. Not 


so! Although God is indeed using certain Black 
clergy, which you have recognized, God is too big 
and wise to limit himself to using only a few. God 
is using the pastors of store-fronts as well as pastors 
of great cathedrals. We are brothers involved in dif- 
ferent places with different styles. We are in com- 
munication with each other. We know we are 
laborers together with Him (2nd Cor 6:1). We also 
know that we hve a common enemy, Satan, whose 
strategy and goals are directed at dividing and 
destroying God’s people. Together we celebrate this 
unity and victory we have in Christ. 

We at Stephen’s respectfully invite you to visit us. 
You are in a strategic position as a minister and 
editor to facilitate information that will strengthen 
the pastors and workers, both Black and White who 
are called to serve God in the inner cities of 
America.

body. Of course, there is the long debated issue of 
pants. Outer pants are for males only, not for 
females. 

Holy women should get themselves and their 
daughters out of men’s clothing. Proverbs 22:6 says, 
‘“Train the child the way it should go. If you never 
start them to wearing pants or allow anyone else to 
influence them to do so, then it will be less a 
problem. 

They will grow up learning and appreciating the 
way of true holiness. Beware of make-up of any 
kind, one does not have to wear facial or finger nail 
paints. Women have become painted, loud, stub- 
born and well noticed. That within itself represents 
too much for holy women. As holy women can’t 
follow every fad and style, so they should abscribe 
to modesty. 

What will this argument require for good scrip- 
tural support? Consider I Timothy 2:10, as it com- 
pliments the 9th verse wholly, “But which 
becometh women professing goodliness with good 
works.”

Black National Religious 
Broadcasters Elect 
New Chairman 


Washington, DC — The National Religious Broad-

The election 
was held during the National Religious Broad- 
casters (NRB) 46th Annual Convention and Exposi- 
tion in Washington, DC.

The NRB is the largest evangelical group in the 
world, whose membership includes many notable 
ministers in radio and television broadcasting. NRB 
organizations are responsible for more than 80 per- 
cent of the world’s religious radio and television. 
Founded in 1944, NRB has headquarters in the 
greater New York metropolitan area in Morristown, 
New Jersey. 

Bishop Green is the Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Tidewater Christian Communica- 
tion Corporation, owners of WJCB TYV- 49, in 
Hampton, Virginia. He has recently been re-elected 

to serve his second term on the twelve membered 
General Presidium of the Church Of God In Christ, 
Inc., receiving the seventh highest popular vote. 
The executive office governs the affairs of the 3.5 
million plus membership. Bishop Green is also the 
prelate of the Second Jurisdiction of Virgini , 
Church Of God In Christ; pastor of the St. John 
C.0OG.I1.C. in Newport News, Virginia, and Holiness 
Tabernacle C.OG.IC. in Roanoke, Virginia. He is 
founder and president of Faith For Living 
Ministeries and Faith For Living Studios. 

A veteran in broadcasting, Bishop Green will 
bring progressive leadership and innovative tech- 
niques to the BNRB in the field of religious broad- 
casting. He is the recipient of the National Religious 
Broadcasters Distinguished Service Award (1986), 
and the National Religious Broadcasters, Caribbean 
Chapter, Outstanding Service Award (1989). ‘“‘We 
want to enlist more Blacks in BNRB, so they can 
learn to be more skillful in broadcasting’’, stated 
Bishop Green, ‘‘We want to enhance religious 
broadcasting on a national level from our prospec- 
tive. The BNRB will continue to grow and progress 
to spread the word of God.’ 

The BNRB is comprised of members nationwide 
in the areas of radio, television, and print media. 
Members from the broadcast industry include pro- 
gram producers, equipment suppliers, consultants, 
satellite program representatives, record company 
executives, radio/television owners, distributors, 
publishers, and cable representatives. 

Concurrent with the parent organization, the 
BNRB objectives are access and excellence in 
religious broadcasting, to encourage excellence in 
communicating the Gospel by the electronic media, 
and to maintain access to the airwaves. 

Activities of the Black National Religious Broad- 
casters that are held within the annual NRB con- 
vention include informative workshops, a Black 
Showcase Concert (with national recording artists), 
and a BNRB luncheon. Spring and Fall regional 
meetings are held throughout the year. 

The BNRB is a tremendous networking oppor- 
tunity for anyone in the field of religious broad- 
casting.

Bible Clubs in Public 
Schools Declared Legal 
by Federal Court 


Omaha — In a landmark decision today, the Eight 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals declared an 
Omaha high school cannot deny students the right 
to voluntarily meet as an after-school Bible club for 
fellowship and Bible study. Writing for the court, 
Judge McMillian explained that Westside High 
School has an open forum under the Federal Equal 
Access Act and cannot deny students the right to 
meet as a Bible club after school. The court also 
held that under the United States Constitution, 
Bible clubs can meet without violating the 
Establishment Clause. 

‘A public secondary school cannot simply 
declare that it maintains a closed forum and then 
discriminate against a particular student group on 
the basis of the content of the speech of that group.’ 

The dispute began early in 1985 when a group of 
students at Westside High School in Omaha, 
Nebraska, sought permission from the administra- 
tion and later the school board to form a Bible club 
after school. Despite the fact that approximately 30 
other clubs voluntarily meet at the school, the re- 
quest for a Bible club was denied. 


Responding to the call from Bridget Mergens 
Mahyew and other Westside High School students, 
The National Legal Foundation, a Virginia Beach 
legal advocacy group, filed suit (Mergens v. Westside 
Community Schools) on April 19, 1985, alleging the 
students’ rights under the First Amendment and 
the Federal Equal Access Act had been violated. 
The case finally came to trial in April 1987. Ten 
months later, the District Court of Nebraska de- 
cided that the Bible Club could not meet at West- 
side High School because all of the other students 
clubs were curriculum related. (The court did not 
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explain how the Chess and Scuba Divers Clubs 
related to the Westside High School curriculum.) 
An appeal was immediately filed by the NLF. 


On October 17, 1988, NLF General Counsel, 
Doug Davis, argued the case before the Eighth 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals, asserting that 
high school students have the same right as college 
students to meet together for prayer, worship and 
Bible study on a voluntary basis in our nation’s 
public schools. 

Commenting on today’s decision Davis said, 

“Students holding religious beliefs are no longer 
second-class citizens.’ 

Robert K. Skolrood, Executive Director for the 
NLFE said this precedent-setting case will effect 
public schools nationwide. 

“Tam extremely pleased with the court’s ruling. 
This is one of the most important decisions in 
decades. It will effect schools all across the United 
States and will help to restore America’s heritage 
of freedom.” Skolrood said. 

Local NLF Attorney Doug Veith compared to- 
day’s historic decision to the victories of the civil 
rights movement. 

“Much as the rights of the blacks were vindicated 
in the 60s, so the rights of God-believing students 
have been upheld today.’ 

Although all of the original plaintiffs have 
grgraduated, students now attending Westside 
High School also joined in the suit and have already 
made plans for their first Bible club meeting. 

Bridget Mergens Mayhew, one of the original 
plaintiffs, stated, 

“‘T am glad that after such a long legal battle that 
Westside High School students who just want to 
read the Bible can do so and be treated no different- 
ly than any of the other students who want to meet 
together.’ 

The school board has not announced if it will ap- 
peal today’s historic decision.

The Work of the Holy Spirit 
‘‘A Guide’’

Today, we are going to look at the Holy Ghost as 
a Guide. Jesus said in St. John 16:13, ’’Howbeit, 
when he, the Spirit of truth is come, he will guide 
you into all truth.”

We see in Genesis 12:1-3, where the Lord had 
said unto, Abram, ‘‘Get the out of thy country, and 
from they father’s house, unto a land I will show 
thee: and, I will make thee a great nation, and I will 
bless thee and make thy name great; and thou shalt 
be a blessing, and I will bless them that bless thee, 
and curse them, that curseth thee: and in thee shall 
families of the earth be blessed.” 

Now we have just read where God led Abraham 
out from his kindred unto a land that he knew not, 
and everything God told Abraham came to pass. We 
can have the assurance when God is leading us 
everything will work out just fine. 

We have another whom God led down the right 
path - Moses. We have in the book of Exodus where 
God gave Moses explicit directions to go down in the 
land of Egypt and deliver the people out of the hands 
of Pharoah, for we read in Exodus 3:10 there God 
told Moses, “‘come now therefore, and I will send 
thee unto Pharoah that thou mayest bring forth the 
children of Israel out of Egypt.”

And after the reading of the scripture, we find 
where Philip preached unto him, and the Eunuch re- 
ceived Christ as Savior and was baptized the same 
day. 

We also have another example where the Holy 
Ghost will lead one unto the work that God has 
planned for him. We have an example in Acts 13:2-4, 
‘As they ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Ghost said, separate me, Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called them.” So men can be 
called into the work of God by the leading of the Holy 
Ghost. 

We can also read in Acts 13:4, where it said, “So 
they, being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, departed 
unto Selencia; and from thence they sailed to 
Cyprus.’ 

Sometimes by the leading of the Holy Spirit, men 
can be forbidden to preach. Let us consider Acts 
16:6, Paul and Timothy took a trip to the part of 
Galatia and Phrygia, where they were forbidden of 
the Holy Ghost to preach the word in Asia. 

So in our endeavor to work for Christ, let us be led 
by the Holy Spirit, for the Holy Spirit makes no 
mistake, he will lead and guide us unto all truth. If 
one doesn’t know which way he should go. God has 
promised us direction from Proverbs 3:6, “In all thy 
ways acknowledge him, and he shall direct thy 
paths.’ Let us also remember Psalm O23 une 
steps of a good man are ordered by the Lord.” 

We can have assurance that God will lead and 
guide us if we let him. So friends let us look to God 
when we need direction for Romans 8:14 says, “For 
as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they are the 
sons of God.’

hath from the beginning chosen you to salvation 
through santification of the Spirit and belief of the 
truth. And let us not allow the system to pit us 
against each other: The black man against the black 
women. ‘‘For God hath not appointed us to wrath, 
but to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ,’ I 
Thess. 5th chapter verse 9. 


Therefore you are a “‘Winner”’: It’s our “Mission” 
to tell you, “You can make it in life. Certainly, you 
know what the outcome can be. If you keep Christ 
in your life; you will be more than a conquerer. Make 
the mission: known that in our African-American 
religious tradition black women are no newcomers 
to church leadership. We must tell the youth of the 
legendary faith of black mothers and grandmothers 
being the backbone of the church, and how their 
faith helped sustain the ‘Black Community”’ during 
tough times. We must tell them that more than one 
hundred years ago they worked behind the scenes 
helping to organize the network for the Underground 
Railroad to help fellow blacks; who were fugutive 
slaves escaping to freedom in Canada. We must tell 
the youth they were here to help World War One and 
Two Era, blacks in search of jobs and resettlement. 
Tell the young people about the Mission of the Black 
Church Women who fed the needy and that they 
were activist, behind the scene organizers of pro- 
grams from fund raisers to scholarships. The true 
spirit of Black Church heroines ave still here: They 
are the epitomie of high quality and excellence in 
womenhood. It is our ‘‘Mission’’ to tell our youth 
about black colleges, being an oasis of hope and a 
depository of truth for more than a century. Tell them 
grand things can happen through the combination 
of salvation and education. Then we can close the 
door to the durg market. Tell them we will not longer 
tolerate economic illiterates in the one- way-dollar 
system. Young blacks should know we can overcome 
circumstances and we will overcome! Don’t let 
adversity blow your hopes away; one can’t make the 
wind blow in the direction personally desired but ad- 
just your sails of faith and hope, so your ship of state 
will take you to your destination. 

Tell them our forefathers had strong Christian 
Values. Those values brought us through slavery un- 
til now. We must tell them to transmit Christian 
Values for the future generations.

Mother’s Siraight 
Talk To Sons

One night, not long ago, I was watching a program 
on television called Straight Talk. There were two 
men on the program that had been saved by the Lord 
and had overcome that dreadful and unhappy life of 
being ‘‘Gay’’. They had tried to find fulfillment in 
dressing as women. One of them had even made an 
appointment to have a sex change from a man to a 
women. He needed help so badly that he began to 
seek God for peace and God did help him. God sav- 
ed him and delivered him from being “‘gay’’. He got 
married to a woman and, for quite some time now, 
he, his wife and daughter has been living a happy life. 
They both told a part of their life story. They knew 
how they became ‘‘gay”’, they didn’t like it, and they 
knew that it was not normal. They know now that 
it is a Sin. 

I have been wanting to write about this subject for 
two or more years. When I heard their stories about 
their lives, I was encouraged to write. I believe that 
there are others that know that something is wrong 
but they think that they were born that way, and can- 
not help being what they are. I do hope that some 
“gay’’ persons, if it is only one, will see this and begin 
to seek God for help. Then he can tell others that 
God can and will help them. The book of Genesis 
1:27-28 states, ‘‘So God created man in his own im- 
age. In the image of God created he him. Male and 
female created he them. And God blessed them and 
God said unto them, be fruitful and multiply and 
replenish the earth and subdue it and have dominion 
over the fish of the sea and over the fowl of the air 
and over every living thing that moveth upon the 
earth’. Now God said this to men and women, not 
man and man, nor to woman and woman. I want to 
try, with God’s word, to show men that are “gay’’ 
that it is not the will of God and it should not be like 
that. Sin is the cause of it all. In the book of Genesis 
18:20, the Lord said, because the cry of Sodom and 
Gomorrah is great and because their sin is very 
grievous I will go down now and see whether they 
have done altogether according to the cry of it, which 
is come unto me and if not, I will know. Then Abra- 
ham intercedes for Sodom from the 22nd verse to the 
32nd verse. God said that if there could be found ten 
righteous people in the city he would not destroy it; 
but ten could not be found. Afterward, God sent two 
angels to visit Lot. Lot constrained them to stay in 
his house. They said no, that they would abide in the 
streets all night but after Lot pressed upon them 
greatly, they accepted his hospitality. Genesis 19:1-13 
tells about the wickedness of the men of Sodom: 
“But before they lay down the men of the city, even 
the men of Sodom compassed the house round about 
both old and young, all the people from every 
quarter; and they called unto Lot and said unto him, 
“where are the men which came in to thee this 
night? Bring them out unto us that we may know 
them?’ And Lot went out at the door unto them and 
shut the door after him and said, I pray you breth- 
eren, do not so wickedly. Behold now, I have two 
daughters which have not known man. Let me, I 
pray you, bring them out unto you and do ye to them 
as is good in your eyes; only unto these men, do 
nothing, for therefore, came they under the shadow 
of my roof; and they said stand back. And they said 
again, this one fellow came in to sojourn and he will 
needs be a judge. Now will we deal worse with thee 
than with them. And they pressed sore upon the 
man, even Lot, and came near to break the door, but 
the men (angels) put forth their hand and pulled Lot 
into the house to them and shut to the door and they 
smote the men that were at the door of the house 
with blindness, both small and great, so that they 
wearied themselves to find the door; and the men 
said unto Lot, has thou here any besides Son-in-Law 
and thy sons and thy daughters and whatsoever thou 
hast in the city, bring them out of this place for we 
will destroy this place because the cry of them is 
waxen great before the face of the Lord and the Lord 
hath sent us to destroy it.” ‘‘Gay”’ people are called 
Sodomites in the Bible.
